Acting on the complaint of Mrs.

Keith R. Dane 
and Pfc. Andrew J. Kutney of the 
Pennsylvania State Police search­ 
ed the area with Newtown Con­ 
stable Robert Carver. They found 
Mack Jenkins. 20, of Mobile, Ala., 
at a bus stop In Newtown. Nine 
hundred dollars was in his pocket 
Arraigned before Justice of the 
Peace F. Eugene Sergeant, Jenkins 
admitted the theft. He was detained 
in Bucks County Jail, Doylestown, 
awaiting court action.

Of 13 other municipal authorities 
studied eight had higher water 
rates than the Lower Bucks au­ 
thority, Moysr said, ranging 
ML Penn Borough’s $33 to Mahonoy 
Township's $53. Five other 
munitles had lower charges, the 
least being Oakmont Borough's $32 
Moyer said. 
Of the Ave communities charging 
lower rates, only Lewiston Borough 
provided sanitary sewerage facili­ 
ties, Moyer stated. Added to the 
borough's $29 was a sewer charge 
of $22 or nearly $5 dollars more 
than Levlttown’s flat rate of $18, 
Moyer pointed out 
Far Lower 
Compared to l l privately owned 
water companies surveyed, Levlt­ 
town’s charge of $30.88 was by far 
the lowest, according to Moyer's 
report Costs ranged from $33 to 
$65, with six of the companies 
oharglng more than $50. 
Of nine sewer authorities studied, 
only three were below Levittown^ 
rate. These are Stroudsburg's $12, 
Pottstown'* $14 and Altoona’s $16, 
according to the report The other 
six ranged from $22 to $37. 
The Lower Bucks County Joint 
Municipal Authority was establish­ 
ed by Bristol Towrship and Tully­ 
town Borough. It serves more than 
6000 families, Moysr said. 


1947 Slayer Wins 
Test in Fight To 
Get U. S. Hearing 


David Darcy of Philadelphia, who 
wa* sentenced to death more than 
five years ago In the holdup slay­ 
ing of William Kelly In a Feaster­ 
ville tavern, may have his case 
reviewed in a U. S. District Court, 
although 
Pennsylvania * tried #to 
block the review. 
Seeking to make a test case, 
Pennsylvania had asked the Su­ 
preme Court to determine whether 
the Federal judiciary had the pow­ 
er to review ordinary decisions 
reached in state criminal courts. 
The Supreme Court, having giving 
reasons, refused to hear the state’s 
As a result Darcy's case is ex­ 
pected to go before the U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court in the Middle District 
of 
Pennsylvania 
to 
determine 
whether Darcy had been denied a 
fair trial, because of “hysteria and 
prejudice” in Bucks County. 
Darcy, Harold Foster and H arry 
Zeits, also of Philadelphia, were 
sentenced to death for the m urder 
of Kelly Dec. 22, 1947. The three, 
scheduled to die in the electric 
chair at Rockvlew P en iten tiary , 
have been granted 18 reprieves.

NEWPORT, R. L, O ct 37—(INS) 
—A gypsy In scarlet and gold la 
prancing across the rolling hills 
and the quiet valleys of New Eng­ 
land, call It autumn, call It Indian 
summer, call It wonderful. 
A rich paisley shawl enfold* the 
landscape, for nature ie on her 
annual rampage in this oldest sec­ 
tion of the nation. At this season, 
•he stages here the greatest show 
on earth, or a reasonable facsi­ 
mile. 
I would count that year lost were 
I unable to snatch a few days in 
New England at this time of year. 
France has Chartres, England has 
Canterbury, 
Spain 
has 
Toledo, 
Italy has Florence, Greece the 
Parthenon and India the Taj Ma­ 
hal. But New England has au­ 
tumn. 
The drought, I was warned when 
I started on my annual pilgrimage, 
had somewhat dimmed the glory 
of the foliage. And It is true that 
the lawns in many a New England 
ham let ar* baked and withered, 
th at the meadow* grata looks 
little sere In spots and that even 
some of the evergreens are touched 
with brown. 
Nor Is there as much smnks as 
usual to spice the mr. New Eng­ 
land la so dry that leaves must be 
burned with the greatest of e lu ­ 
tion or not burned at alL 
Otherwise, autum n la her usual 
riotous, unrestrained self through 
Connecticut, 
M assachusetts 
and 
Rhode Island. This la a rem S-D 
production on aa out-else screen, 
and the spectator removes hie dark 
glasses at his own peril. 
Only the evergreens, the weeping

willows and the apple orchards are 
still in monotone. The maples, the 
oaks, the birches, the beeches and 
tbs sweet gutjis range through 
molten gold to deepest maroon 
Hundreds of little .villages like 
Pomfret in Connecticut and Wick 
ford in Bbode Island are set today 
In frames of scarlet and gold. 
The oaks show the greatest range 
of color, from vivid shocking pink 
to darkest red. But the maples are 
still the most versatile. I never 
get over the delight of a great 
maple in a three-fold color scheme, 
the green leaves at the heart of 
the tree changing to bold yellow 
to yield, in turn, to a fringe of 
vermilion on the term inal leaves. 
Such a tree, and they are not 
rare in this wondrous landscape, 
is like a Venetian sunset or a 
giraffe; There just ain’t no such 
animal. But, still, there is! 
The approach to Newport, where 
once the tycoons of America de­ 
creed their pleasure palaces, is 
far more beautiful today than New­ 
port itself, a lady who has seen 
decidedly better days.

York University, he wa* editor of 
the Communist-front "Student Re­ 
view.”

Who any of his current clients 
are. (He said he now Is a self­ 
employed research economist.)

Wallace for president in 1948. This 
one was too much for committee 


chairman William E. Jenner, who 
pointed out that It was perfectly 
legal to support any candidate for 
president and asked, "ere you try 
Ing to be fsir with us?” 
Replied the w itness; "It Ie my 
personal opinion that It may tend 
to Incriminate me, and therefore 
I must respectfully decline.” 
Another witness was the above 
mentioned Edward Fltigerald, who

from 1988 until 1947. He followed 
the seme "I refuse to answer” pat­ 
tern, declining to saw whom he 
had given ai references In any of 
his job-switchee although photo­ 
stats of all the document*, listing 
the references, were put lh the 
record by committee counsel. He 
even refused to say whether he 
knew the person* he had given as 
references; or to admit that the
